To all 
such as are not under the dominion of prrju- 
d or, passion, or personal ambition, we may 
speak, and with a confidence that every calm, 
well-balanced mind must reject and rtpudia e 
thia first se-.-esMon movement in Kentucky. 
The resolution contains three proposition'. 
Firs', That tbe State i* to be armed by the 
present Government. 

Ssyotid, That thin a *ocerte,-/if* government 
is to be convened ; and. 

Third, That ti e Jtiutl action of the Con- 
vention ia to be submitted to the people.

The 
p-ople are gravely and with seeming earnest- 
ness ask. 1 to ami and equip an army, and, 
that being done, to surrender into the h-xJs t f 
a i oiiTt ntii.n i->»>t without stint or limit 
To tbe ears of free men, nnn who from habit 
and duration have locked with watchful and 
jealous care into tbe questions oi powers in 
t ie bands of rub rs. this sounds monstrous. A 
Hjrtreiontf Cvarenf we with a standing army 
to execute its mandates: U not this ask lug 
that the State be at onre plunged into a most 
abborrent despotism? K -mucky W to have a 
King, a Dictator, an Aristocracy, or our much 
loved republican government, aa may suit the 
will and pleasare of thi* Soocr.iip.tj Conven- 
tion. All power, civil and military, is to be 
a trrendcred to that Convintion. It can make 
and uwrnske Constitutions, pass laws, adjudi- 
cate upon tht m, and enfotce them by a military 
file or a company of the Knight* of the Golden 
Circle. Every ilareholder in the State may 
go to hi* oed in quiet ard wake up the next 
morning and find thet all his slaves are by the 
fiat ol this Sov re'gnfy Convention as free aa 
be— or the non -slaveholders may wake up 
at me morning and find that they have been* 
deprived cf all part and share in the govern- 
ment; that tbeir dearest privileges have hexn 
tak-n from them. Whose estate, person, or 
bead would be safe under the rnle of such a 
4asaaBjan? It will not do to say that the men 
elect, d would be a sure guiranty against any 
tyrannical conduct. Such has ever been the 
tyrant's plea for having power put into his 
hands. The men who are reckless enough to 
propose and advocate such a Convention, 
could not lie trusted witb such powers. 

Uut it will be said that tiwjmai action of the 
Convention ia to be submitted to the people. 
Now when will thia Socereijotf Convention 
bare it* Jinol action? The history of thia 
world shows that very few sovereigns have vol- 
untarily surrendered tbeir sovereignty. Give 
to fifty or a hundred mea all the revenue of 
Kentucky, witn a standing army to keep them 
in power and in pi**, and the day for this 
, -7 action will never come aa long as might 
can Huatatn them in dignity and place. 

Thia resolution is something brand-new in the 
history of American politic If such a prop- 
osition can obtain lricnds to the cause of *c- 
oes-ii.n in Kentucky we will confeas that we 
hs»e mistaken t ie character and tempt r of 
Kt n'.i ki*o«. That eati«e is sufficiently odious 
already; this movement, this unfolding of its 
purpose, must make all lovers of freedom, all 
lov rs of organised libetty hate it. 

We haveaeen it etatcd eomewbere that a 
ecieniitic gentleman haa been making very ex- 
tended and delicate experiment* upon the at- 
mosphere, and ha* discovered a peculiar atmos- 
pheric condition that conduce* to madness. 
We are apt to think that such an atmospheric 
temperature exist* in the Cotton States, and is 
sympathetically active in Kentucky. 

Wait.— Seven of the Southern States are at 
peace. They have found that repose nut of tho 
Union which b*t been denied tbeni im the l'ni'>n.

This is the aame tune which ia rung through 
all it* changes in our State, and therefore the 
reply of the Memphis Bulletin, though intend- 
ed for Tcnne*-ee, suits the latitude of Kentucky 
exactly. The Bulletin aay<: " If making 
tbe Strath one vaat camp, where thousands ot 
citizens are diverted away from their peaceful 
pursuit* into the occupation of the soldier; if 
to inaugurate a state of things in which 'wars 
and rumors of wars' continually keep the pub- 
lic mind up to fever heat of excitement — if to 
derange and interrupt the natural flow of trade 
and commerce, and live continually in the ap- 
prehension that it may be destroyed by the 
precipitation of a bloody civil war; if to make 
an unnecessary revolution, in the prosecution 
of which the bold, reckless, and selfi-h are likely 
to bear more sway than the peaceful, the consid- 
erate, and tbe patriotic; in which the tribunals 
of reason and justice may be overthrown, to 
give place to the arbitrament of the sword— 
if these things lie 'repose,' then have the seven 
acceded States found it. It is, however, such 
repose as may 1* found upon the thin crust of 
a slumbering volcano, with the hearings of 
iu unrest muttering audibly beneath it. God 
forbid that Tennessee and the other Border 
States should ever seek nek 'repose.' Onr 
neighbor is a lad prophet of evil, and would 
fain persuade us that we are to be 'teased, tor- 
mented, and insnlted' by continuing in the 
Uuion. By whom?— by that terrible fel- 
low, the Illinois 'rail splitter?' Why, don't 
you know, neighbor, that all sercasiondom is 
in a perfect fury, because ho iron'f even 'co- 
erce' the yone outer* We heard of one of 
your disunion allies denouncing him bitterly 
the other day, because, as it was alleged, the 
black republican rascal had spoiled the pro- 
gramme of a war between the ( '. ivernment 
and the 'Confederate States,' by which the 
other 'Southern States' were to be dragged into 
the last named cohoot, as the unwary vessel is 
dragged into the maelstrom. The d nounccr 
teemed so apprehend that disunionism was 
about being 'played out.'

Tux Laco Case— JiMal Taaitr's Ortxiov — 
We give below the decision of tbe Supreme Court 
of the I'nited State* on tbe Lago rase. Tbia was 
an application for a mandamus up n the part of 
the Governor of Kentucky against tbe Governor 
of Ohio, Win. Deonison, to compel bim to sur- 
render, under the Constitution, a fugitive from 
ja-l ice from Kei tucky. Governor Dennis, n had 
refused to do so upon the ground that tbe offense 
— stealing a negro, of which the fugitive was ac- 
cused in Kentucky — was not a crime by the laws 
of C'oio. The Supreme Court has no power to 
grants mmuLmut, but it distinctly afliruis that 
the Uw is against Governor Denniaon, and that it 
waa his du'y tod -liver up the fugitive. So Ken- 
tacky gets tho dtcUion on the merits of the case, 
while the Court was not autboriaad to grant the 
remedy rrqatred. We presume, however, that 
af er tbia the Governor of Ohio will conform hie 
attion to this dacision. Here it is t

The response of tbe General 
Government has been favorable, 
a. Kentacky, addreating her -elf in effect more 
specially to tbe orth, "made an application 
to Congress to call a National Convention to 
amend the Constitution of the United States, 
and requested the Legislatures of all the oth- 
er Statea to make similar application*," aad 
appointed Commissioners to a Conlerence of 
the Border Statea to "consider and if practi- 
cable agree upon some suitable adjustment of 
the present unhappy controversiea." Four- 
teen of ''onr si.-ter State*" of tha N'arth ap- 
pointed Commiasionert to this Conlerenee, 
which, notwithstanding the untoward circum- 
tances attending its deliberations as well at 
itt constitution, agreed upon an "adjustment 
of the present unhappy controversies" which 
the Commissioners of Kentucky pronounced 
Aa yet not a single slaveboidiug 
State ha* complied witb tbe request of Ken- 
tucky to apply to Congres* to call a National 
Convention, whilst three non-s!avcho!ding 
State* bave so complied, and several others 
are preparing to follow, with every proba- 
bility that the rest will swifily wheel 
into line. Meanwhile, the North in Con- 
gress has signified the practical abandon- 
ment of the policy of excluding slavery from 
the Territories, haa condemned the Personal 
Liberty Laws, haa declared in favor of a 
faithful execution of the Fugitive Slave Law, 
and haa concurred in proposing by the requi- 
site constitutional majority an amendment to 
tba Constitution guaranteeing positively and 
forever the ex mption of slavery in the Statea 
from tbe interferencj of Congress. This is 
one of th* guarantees embraced in the scheme 
of Mr. Crittenden and also in the scheme of 
the Peavte Conference, and by no meana the 
leas! one. Moreover, the State of Rhode Is- 
land haa repealed its Personal Liberty Law 
outright, whilst Vermont and Maine and Mas. 
sachusetts and Pennsylvania and Wisconsin, 
still in the hands of the old Republican remasat 
though they are, have under consideration the 
repeal or essential mo lifir tiou of their rea- 
pective laws of this deseppti Furthermore, 
not less than a quarter of a million of the peo- 
ple of the North, besidea societies and repre- 
sentative bodies without number, have within 
the last two or three months petitioned for the 
adoption of any adjustment satisfactory to 
Kentucky and her sister State* of the Southern 
B irder. In addition to all of this, the Repub- 
lican President, having been peaceably inau- 
gurated, has announced a policy which he de- 
clares to be a peaceful one, and that the great 
body of the friends of the Union in tbe South 
accept as tnch. Tbe new President baa also 
declared publicly in favor of a National Con- 
vention, as proposed by Kentucky; and 
this declaration the President ia known to be 
seconded warmly by hia Cabinet. 0a tba 
whole, it must be owned, the "responses of 
our sister States" of the North have certainly 
not been unfavorable. Considering all tbe 
aspects of the most extraordinary case, tbe 
"response*" have been encouraging in a high 
degree. W« confess they are very much fuller 
and more favorable than we had dared to hope 
Taey open up to our minds the moat inspiring 
pnepect of a speedy and permanent adjust- 
ment of the national troubles. And thua it 
appears to us they mast strike the mind of 
every candid and reflecting patriot. 

Now, in view of these "responset ", and of 
tbe "condition of tho nation" tbey present 
what "measures" are "proper" an I do "tlx 
interests" of Kentacky "require"? The te

Ha di^cusaed tbe merit* of 
the American < :on«ti'uti->n, sod aboard t he pro 
feed »i«'om of Itsfoandeo. in view of tbe *rteat 
and fundamental principle* of free government 
l bs great and paramount nec e s s ity of a I'nion of 
the Sutes, growing out of the very exi|rsncie* of 
tbe times was most cleerlr and forcible present- 
ed. He sh.^red that the I'nioo of t he States was 
a neoes«arv condition of political success — that 
tbe trial* to which the r -lot is* had been subjec- 
ted, daring their s ruggle lor mdepei der.c*. sad 
i be imperfec ions o' tbe Articles of Confedera- 
tion, in securing a perfect I'nion, was the great 
snd controlling c.««s which led to tbe adoption 
of tba federal Constitution.

Rv tbs 
c l earest dem-<i<trsti »n. derived from' tbe hisloev 
and nature of 'be government itself, he exhibited 
not on v its f«I lacy but its fatally dangerous con- 

**ln cor.i|nsi<n, Jndge Bullock particularly ad- 
dressed him-elf tn a di^-assi.-n of the peculiar 
da'y resting l pon Kentucky in tbe present crisis, 
lis contended that s!is was constrained, by every 
sens*, of duly and interest, to remain faithful to 
tbs American I'nion. He was an advocate of the 
eu.ua lit y of the S'a'ea. t, u t he was f..r asserting 
the right wiihin tbe I 'nion. He knew of no wrong 
which might not lie redressed under tbs provisions 
of tbe Casnsli u ion; and there was no orcoi-ion for 
s prrripilnle and rumtralv retreat from our com- 
mon goveenmen'. He thieved that the time had 
arrived when tbe government bad again to be 
eahmi'ied to the American people Tbs evil could 
tally be cared ley a radical and sovereign remedy. 
He wa«, therefor*, in favor s National Convea- 
te-.i: and, if it *-hall .hen Iw asrertained that a 
p-rfect I rion. b,.-.1 up n the i-i.t .nd equ il 
right, ef .11 'be State,, cannot he forrnetl. let tba 
line t« drawn— let ns separate in peace — let as 
eon.erve aiid perpe'nate the principle* of free 
government tn our children, as wa received them 
at tb* bands ..f .sir father*. 

Judrw Hull s k alluded in justly severe term* to 
tbe effort* now le>ing ma e to precipitate ths 
scion of Kentucky. He deprecated each a 
coarse, n •» onlv as unwise, but an wort hv of the 
high character of the Stat*. Th* effort* to seduce 
and to intimidate Kento kv into an alliance, at 
tbi- lime, wi- h the sending States, he character 
ized with juat severitv. at d with sn ii-dignant 
eloquence which challenged the applause of all 
who heard him Secession — it* first manifesta- 
tion at tbeCharleatonCmveniioi — its *ul*»*qaent 
history — i's f ill development in the secession of 
seven* States — .nd its pres e nt p dicy and aim*, 
were *xp"«ed wi h a master's band As a part 
of hi. subject, he allud-d to tbe Knights of the 
(•olden Circle. He characters d their purpose* 
a* tending to evil, and opp.>*d to tb* highest 
dotiaeof 'he A men -an citizen, and warned hi* 
audience th it it was one of the siens of the time* 
which rilled for tbe exercise of vigilant and an- 
ligh'et-'-d pa'riotism. 

He oi-rlnded by recommending that Kentucky 
should stand firm. Patience, forbearance, and 
anlightemd pttrio'i m, with the favor of God, 
would at last restore ua to pear* and harmorv. 

Such ia a brief synopsis of Judge Bullo-k's 
mod adm'rable and noi.lv patriotic address. We 
wish

We beg tn suggest to the friends of the 
Union in Kentucky not only the propriety but 
he necessity of taking ateps immediately lor 
the organization and consolidation of the 
Union force* of the State, This measure is 
tire. We can't get along at all with- 
out it. And the longer it is delayed th»t worse 
for ns and the better for our advertariva and 
the adversaries of the country. 

We want a single candidate for the Treatu- 
rerthip; we want a single ticket for the Bor. 
der Conrention, if one shall be held, and the 
delegate* shall he chosen by the people, as the 
delegates should be chosen; wc want a tingle 
State Executive Committee | we want a siugle 
District Executive Committee in cuch of the 
v v. ml Congressional Districts; we want a 
single svstem of party machinery in each 
of the different counties and preciuct*; we 
want, in tine, a single and complete State or- 
ganizatk n, and a single atandard-bearer, wher- 
ever our glorious standard ia to be borne. We 
want this, and must hare it; and must have it 
as promptly as possible. 

So t«r as party ism in Kentucky is concern- 
ed, the past ia dead, — dead beyond the reach 
nf the hand of resurrection. So we dcroutly 
trust. Tuere are now but two parties in the 
State,— the Union party and the iseceasion 
party— the so-called Southern Rights party and 
the Southern Rights Union parly. Neither is 
homogeneous with respect to former party or- 
ganization-: both, however, are fully alive to 
the new points of combination and fully dead 
to the old ones. Yet but one of these two 
living parties has regularly consolidated us 
forces and completed it* organization. But 
one has enibodud ita members; and that one, 
to oar reproach be it said, ia n it the Union 
party. Tnis reproach must be wiped off; this 
inferiority must l>e removed; thi>. sore disad- 
vantage must bo corrected: and the work must 
lie speedily done. All are agreed as to this. 
By whom shall the work be undertaken? 
Who shall assume the initiative? 

We venture to suggest that the Union men 
of the Legislature assume it, either by calling 
a Union S-nte Convention at as early a day aa 
may be practicable or else by acting themaclvcs 
as a State Convention and performing at once 
and on the spot the duties appertaining to such 
a body. We confess there appear to ua many 
strong reasons why the latter mode should be 
preferred. But on this point we shall say noth- 
ing at present. No matter ahirh mode onr 
friends in the Legislature might sec fit to 
adopt, their decision would doubtless be acqui- 
esced in cheerfully by the masses of the party 
in the State. It eerta'nly would be by us. 
Prompt action in some mode is assuredly de- 
manded by the best interests of our cause; and 
we appeal respectfully to the I'nion men of the 
Legi-dature to tale such action.

British -*atesrnen are evidently at fault in 
attempting to understand tho present move- 
ment in the United States. They view it from 
their own stand-point, surrounded by a ttand- 
iag army, which is ready at all timet to over- 
awe those who occasionally come kf tbe con- 
elusion that it is not altogether in accordance 
with the dictates of Christianity to tax heavily 
or lightly, or at all, a people to support a 
church establishment to which they do not 
profess to owe any spiritual fealty. 

English essay uts and sutrtmen, who, by 
the terrors of a mighty military arm, can force 
men, even againtt their religious convictions, 
to pay a large proportion of their hard earn- 
ings to make in the aggregate an immmae 
revenue from which prelates and those of leas 
not? draw princely yearly incomes, cannot 
comprehend why it is that the American (> iv.

1 here wst tern* dabst* on ■ 
proposition submitted by Mr. I.inham to tender 
tb* as* of th* Hall tn tb* Mass Covention; most 
of tb* friends of tho I'nion voted for it through 
court ear while tbev stronglv denounced th* sup 
posed object, of the call; but there were seven 
member* who would bald no terms of courtesv 
witb tho agitators; among tbe latter were Messrs. 
Jacob* and Hunter, of th* late Democratic party. 

A resolution wa* adopted by both Hou'es to ac- 
cept the invitation of tbo Committee of citizens 
of Kronkfort to moot tbo Hon. John J. Critten- 
den and welcome bim on tbe occasion of his return 
borne this afternoon. Tho diy is a very stormy 
one but there will l« a greet demonstration. 

Mr. Goodlo* offered tbe following and moved 
iU reference to tho Committee on federal Rela- 
tions, which wss done. 

Reenlcrd, That tbo withdrawal of tbo f ederal 
troops from tb* fort* in th* seceding States lor 
tbe purpose of preventing civil war, tbe shedding 
of fraternal blood, would be attended bv no dis- 
grace or dishonor ; and that such a course of con- 
duct bv tb* Federal Government would meet the 
cordial approval of tba Stale of Kentucky, and 
would also grsatlv tend to preserve the kind foa 1 
ing* which w* believe still exists between the 
moss** of tho people of this Fnion, notwithstand- 
ing the unhappy state of affairs that surround us. 



Southern Commissioners will approach their 
bureaus with a treaty in one hand and Cotton 
in the other. Haughty England will not be 
subjected, longer than she can avoid it, to the 
oprice of reckless politicians. She will, ol 
course, deaire to keep on good terms with 
those who raise her cotton, bnt to soon as 
practicable she will excuse the Cotton States 
from any further labor on her behalf. Eng- 
land believes that the American G /vern- 
ment, in i s own good time, will bring back 
the refractory States to obedience, and will 
not, therefore, bo in great haste to give her 
countenance to what by her laws would he 
treason, but which htre, by a liberal construc- 
tion of the phrase "consent of the grftcrned," 
gives a more majority the right to do what 
they please. To be sure, it is conceded that 
such a doctrine will not - nit the moralist or 
casuist, but the politicians are not particular 
in their infractions of rights which pertain to 
the leaser number. 

F.ngland it certainly the last of alt the great 
powers iu whit h the Cotton States ran wisely 
place confidence. She has no moral or politi- 
cal affinity with them. She is water to their 
fire. Let them beware of her.

Mr. Hodge offered th* following addition : 
Rrenieed, That In th* opinion of this body, th* 
Federal Government should immediately reti g- 
nizo the independence ef tbo C'unfi derate Stales 
of America. 

The proposition of Mr. Goodloe is eminently 
proper, and will, I do not doubt, pass with great 
unanimity, but I cannot but regret that Mr 
Hodge Ut it bit duty to embarrass it with tbe 
addition, which Ls an alwurdity. The Federal 
tiovernment has no right to recognize the exist- 
ence of a now State. Tb* Traaident has lh* pow- 
er, by, and with the counsel of tbe Senate, to 
mak* treaties and appoint ambassadors, hut he 
baa no mor* suthoiily to recognize the Cotton 
leagu* than be has to declare war aguin<t a Eu- 
ropean nation without the consent of Congress. 
Ily all means, no. In tb* Senate, Senator Fisk 
offered a joint resolution, that, whereas the Trea- 
sury is exhausted, and from tie facta that this is 
an extra •ession, snd thit another Leri-Utur* is 
•onn to !•• called, it is our duty to complete tb* 
business now before us and adjourn at as early a 
day as possible ; therefore, that tho Senate shall 
hold tbeir session a day, and tbat it is inexpedient 
to original* any new business after the "2J inst. 
Thia lies over a day under the rules. 

Mr. Hodge and Senator Chambers, in their re- 
pectivo chambers, proposed resolutions inviting the 
non-seceding States to meet in convention at 
Frankfort on the 27th May, tn adopt an ultims- 
etion in reference to present 
Mr. Hudga'* proposition in- 
volve* th* election of delegstos by tbe people in 
f nngre-sional Districts, snd Senator I'mll pro- 
posed to amend Senator Chamber's motion in the 
same way, whila it originally named W. O. But- 
ler. Joshua F. lull, and Arcby Dixon as tbe del- 
egates, and prorswed a final adjournment on the 
Md inst. Th* whole »ul-j«ct will lie over tdl to- 
morrow. 

There were four set. of resolutions referred to 
tb* committee on resolutions in the disunion 
meeting to-dsy, and I understand that there is 
some difficulty apprehended in patching up the 
proper kind of platform. I simply looked in upon 
the men to day wbo are preparing to inatruct tbe 
peoples representatives ia tbeir duly and to 
teach them tho obligations of their oaths lo sup 
port both tho State and national Constitutions, 
and I must say that if they are tit to instruct even 
a common school their looks conceal and deceive 
their intelligence sadly. There is nn element of 
dignity or force in tbeir composition, but there is 
adaal of craft and cunning about some of them. 
I board one t*T tb* most violent of these precipita- 
tor*, * disunionlst of tb* most red republican 
kind, very coolly talking over tbe chance he 
would have in making lb* Congressional race in 
hi* District ! That man b determined to get oil 
bit " rights " at any rata, and all the pay and 
perquisites that frond fortune may drop in bis 
way. Tho detail* of tbe Disunion mooting will 
be of no interest, beyond tho mere resolutions, 
which IU sevemviate caller* will hava tho ef- 
frontery te attempt to impose upon tha public as 
tho voice of tho people of Kent acky . By tbo way.

In th* mesnshile tbe Commi'sinners are to la 
appointed to meet those from Virginia, Missouri, 
Tenne-see. snd the other Border States. In order 
that tbe-e may act understandingly, and tbat all 
objections may be met. wo suggest that thev l>e 
elected by Congressional Districts, by vote of tho 
people. In this manner we c»n, by a fsir snd 
Wtiimat* way, have an expression of tba popu 
lar will .— teM. Prmo-rat. 

We understand the suggestion of our neigh 
bor to mean that the delegates to the Border 
Convention be choc n by the people at Tresi 
dential Electors are chosen; that is to say, 
formally by Congressional Districts bnt really 
by the people of the whole State. With this 
understanding, which we do not doubt is the 
understanding of our neighbor, we approve the 
suggestion cordially, and. by way of perfecting 
it, would add two delegates on the part of the 
State at large to the delegates of the several 
Congressional Districts, thus making the re- 
presentation of Kentucky in the Conrention 
what as re*|ierts both mode and number her 
representation is in the Electoral College of 
the nation. Certainly nothing can be fairer 
than this suggestion. Nothing else can be so 
fair. Nothing else can be fair at all. 

The fundamental principle of all just represen- 
tation is that tbe representative shall be chosen 
by the represented ho ly at represented We as- 
sume that no one will dispute this. The body 
represented or to If represented in the Bordi r 
Convention is tlia State as such, the State as a 
whole, the State in its integral sovereignty as 
a member of the National Union; consequently, 
tie representatives in the Convention should b" 
chosen bv the State in the same relation, — by 
the people of the whole State as a single body. 
( ttherwiae the fundamental principle of just 
representation would lie violated, and, in a 
matter concerning the State as a State, a dis- 
trict as a district might dictate the representa- 
tive. It teems to nt that this view is unan- 
swerable. We know not, indeed, that it will 
be seriously controverted in any quarter. 

However this m;iy he, wc are persuaded that 
the view is a just one, and we hope it will 
easily prevail in tbe Legislature. We deem it 
important to the best interests of the Com- 
monwealth that it should prevail.

The 
iVicnds of the Union, on the other hand, who 
riirne-tly desire a fair setllemnn', will of course 
ntminate and try to elect men who wM 
exert their influence in favor of some plan rf 
settlement j ist to the South and not needlessly 
otr.-nsiye to the people of the North, with the 
vicer of corapa-sing in this manner the accrpt- 
ini v i f the plan, and thereby paving the way 
for the cm'tiinmation of their cherished pur- 
l*ise of preserving the Union. This is the re«l 
diff renre between the two parties. The Union 
m'-n will so. k by the moat ( ffectual mean* to 
make the Convention instrumental in re-es- 
tablishing the Union ; the aeeessieni-ts will 
seek Mf the most iff i t;: :! means to make 
the Convention instrumental in comple- 
ting the overthrow of the Union. And exactly 
in this conflict of purposes lie* the true and the 
g -il v issue hmtiaht up by the election of dele- 
gates to the Border Convention. The ques- 
tion is not one of measures but of purposes,— 
not whether a candidate for the office of dele- 
gate h in favor of this or that or the other 
measure now before the country, though his 
l*-»>i:ion in this respect may prove most useful 
in dt-termitiin^ tho true question, hut whether 
he earnestly desires a fair Btttlem»nt, and will 
in good faith ex.'rt his inflnenee to bring about 
IM a icttl ment. Thw in strictness is the 
wane. 

Th" propo-iti .n of the Peace Conference, 
the Crittenden proposition wirh the Powell 
amendment, and the various o'h' r propositions 
m present before the public, can enter into 
ttiis canvass only as tests of the pnrposes of 
bat candidate-.: but this is dearly a most im- 
portant function. The mea«u*rs in question 
will be highly serviceable as tests of genuine 
loyalty. Considered together with the 
current development* bearing on the same 
point, they will enable the people to distin- 
gui-h without difficulty lhe true from the spu- 
ri M I'niunisr. One who belong* to the fra- 
ternity whose leaders a fortnight or ihere- 
i.Souts ago set on foot the organization of 
Batata f a the purpose of rushing Kentucky im- 
mediately out of the Union and a few dats 
a ""terwanls proclaimed themselves Union nun 
ut Frankfort, who denounces scornfully the 
proposition of the Peace Conference, 
which is substantially the Crittenden propo- 
sition without the Powell amendment, an ', 
wh >, in the f*'-e of the impracticability . f 
t'li- «'ii"nilin -nt as sho.vn in the proceedin, s 
of the Peace Conference and in the face . f 
i s abtinilouin.-nt as unnecessary by the high- 
est intell ets and truest spirits of the Sunt-, 
avows that he will go for nothing and aece) t 
nothing bat the Crittenden proposition with 
the Powell amendment and several amend- 
m nis beside or the equivalent of the whole if 
them, may lie put down safely as a spurious 
Unionist. Let no such man be sent by the 
people to the Hordcr Convention. lie is a 
Disunionist in a Unionist's clothing. Ilia 
whole weigot would be cast in the most 
destructive way a^ninst any .of 1 . . 
ment whatever. On the contrary, one 
who from the beginning of the national 
fro ihles has acted in full and hearty accord 
with the Iriends of the Union, who acknowl- 
edges that he does not consider the Powell 
amendment necessary to the safety or the 
honor of the South, and, who, regarding the 
proposition af the Peace Conference as the 
esition is regarded by Crittenden and 
Ctthrie and Morehead and Wickltff' and Bell 
and Hires and Summers and Puffin, avows 
himself ready, with such merely verbal altera- 
tions as may serve to silence miseonstructior, 
to accept that proposition or its equivalent as 
a just and (ff -ctual guarantee of the rights of 
the South, may be put down safely as a tttie 
Unionist. The people may send him to the 
Border Convention without fear that he will 
tUkm Iretray their rights or wantonly sacrifice 
the country. 

We hnve touched upon these heads only by 
way of illustrating the hearing that %.c con- 
ceive the propositions now prominently before 
the public have ou the issue at hand in Ken- 
tucky.

I see tbat th* New Cast). Democrat oil, Mr. 
Jacob tbe r,.s representative uf Oliham coun- 
ty, because be voted agabnat giving th* uet of th*

tion held here 1 ist Wednesday. I belong to the 
t ime I'nion parly which Mr. Jacob so gloriously 
tupports, and have never sympathised wilh bis 
politics when he was a Democrat, but I feel call- 
ed upon now to say that hit vote wa* just such a 
vote as I should have given bad I been a Repre- 
sentative.

Tint Suva Tn win tie tub British Pakua- 
hknt — In the House of Commons on Wednes- 
day, February 27, an Interesting and important 
dibate occurred upon "The Slave Trade and the 
W-et India Isban.ls." The subject waa tarcught 
before the attention of tbe House by a seria of 
resolution! »u' uiitted by Mr. Cave, who moved— 

1. That the meant hitherto employed by this 
country forth* suppression of tha African slave 
trad* have failed to accomplish that object. 

2 That ihia failure has mainly arisen from our 
having endeavored, duvet exclusivelv, to pre- 
vent t he aupplv uf slava, instead of to check tba 
detnar d for them. 

3. That the true remedy is not to be found in 
countenancing Immigration into those countries 
where slaverv eti-ts. hut in augmenting th* 
wurki ig population of those in which elavery has 
been a'a.lisbrd. 

4. That, tlarefore. while repressive msasutwi 
tbould be continued, and even rendsrid tm n 
eff e ive, every possible encouragement and as- 
sistance should be given to tbe ictroduction of 
free immigrants, and eaneciallv of settlers f.e n 
Chin*, In o the Biiilsh Weal India colonies. 

He argued that tbe lint and fundamental reso- 
lution was easy of proof; slid be referred to evi- 
dence of tbe number of slava imported into Cutis 
in defiance of the African Kiuadrons. He ir siare l 
upon (he inefficiency of the remedies hitherto 
employed, and of various plan" projected for the 
extinction of tbe trade. Ha than showed the 
large resources to be found for the tun;dy of free 
laborers— cwlies and f. ee negroes, and urged that 
the surplus of colonial capital, and even Ibe sum* 
expended t'pon systems of prevention, might lei 
advantageously applied tn the end uragement of 
free immigratfo i into our Wat India c. MM s. 
Ha referred also to the late circular of Lord John 
Kuaerll rvapecling the slave trad* and the reply 
of Mr. Buchanan to thai demand, and which he 
characterised as trrogtnt in lone. The plan pro- 
posed in that circular to suppress, the slave trafie 
wat through Ibe aid of j >int vessel, crui-ing along 
the coast of Africa, but with that set eine the 
President of tb* I'nited States had Hilly refused 
to have anything tn do. He concluded by saying 
that Ktigland mult now pur.ue ni.eof two cnunn 
— ii ber strik* at lie Baal of the slate trade by 
cutting off i:s commercial pr.-lits. or wi hdraw 
her squadron, let h»r colonies, go lo ruin, ar.d con- 
tinue to lie, as the nnw was, tha greatest consum- 
er of slave produce io the world. (Cheers.)
